ndover residents will vote next 
Az for Democrat and Republican 
candidates for office, including state 
Senate, governor and U.S. Senate, Primary 
voters will determine who will run in 
November’s general election. 

The State Primary is Tuesday, Sept. 20. 
Polls in Andover will be open from 7 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. 

The general election is Tuesday, Nov. 8. 
The last day to register to vote or change 
parties for the primary was last Tuesday, 
Aug. 23. Residents have until Tuesday, Oct. 
11, to register to vote in the general elec- 
tion. 

In the races closest to home for Andover 
residents, state Senator John D. O’Brien 
Jr., D-Andover, has a three-way fight in the 
primary for the Democratic nomination for 
state Senate, but it appears that Rep. Gary 
Coon, R-Andover, is getting a free ride back 
to the Statehouse, all the way through 
November. Other candidates for re-election 
this year include U.S. Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Hyannis, and Gov. William F. 
Weld. 

The Democrats and Republicans are the 
only parties having primaries this time 
around. The only other recognized party in

Peddlers: Rules of going door-to-door

‘awkers and peddlers, door-to- 
door solicitors and others sell- 
ing products and services, or push- 
ing a cause house-to-house, have few 
or no restrictions on where they can 
go or when they can ring doorbells 
or knock on doors in Andover. 
The issue came up this week after 


a resident complained to the Towns- 
man that a man going door-to-door 
this past weekend selling a cleaning 
product became pushy. The sales- 
man allegedly refused to show any 
sort of permit or identification, and 
was not wearing any sort of uniform 
to identify his company or business. 
Another resident, a senior citizen, 


had also been intimidated by the 
same salesman and questions came 
up regarding what restrictions there 
are on solicitors in residential 
neighborhoods, when they can solic- 
it and what licenses, permits or 

approvals they need.

Neighbors seek a say in expansion of Rec Park

While discussing their concerns 
about the plan to expand Recreation 
Park last week, neighbors of the 
park witnessed a two-car accident at 
the intersection of Woburn and 
Abbot streets and Porter Road. They 
watched as one of the cars flipped 
over, causing its 17-year-old driver 
to be hospitalized, according to 
Richard Sumberg, of 4 Woburn 
Street. 


The traffic issue is 
just one concern... 


Concern that increased use of the 
park will increase the accident rate 
at that corner, an intersection that 
is less than half a mile from the Rec 
Park entrance, was one of several 
issues that neighbors of the park 
said they discussed that night. 


“They happen there all the time, 
all the time,” said Alison Watts, of 5 
Woburn Street. 

Ms. Watts suggests creating a 
three-way stop in place of the single 
stop sign at the end of Porter Road, 
or installing a flashing traffic light. 

However, Lt. Phillip Froburg of 
the Andover Police Department said 
that if the accidents are caused by 
traffic violations, then the addition

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‘Inventive proposals may 


expand soccer fields 


But soccer program will continue 
struggle for foreseeable future

Though it is probably best not 
to disturb them with this news, 
in just two short weeks approxi- 
mately 5,200 students in, Andover 
will return’ to the public schools’ 
classrooms. A full third of. them 
will also return to the soccer 
field — assuming there is space. 

Because of the Andover soccer 
program’s gargantuan growth, 
the conditions of its most fre- 
quently used fields are sub- “par 
and scheduling these fields is 
increasingly difficult. 

“There’s something like 1,700 
kids per season playing ball,” 
said Jack Holmes, a board mem- 
ber of the Andover Soccer Asso- 
ciation, “and we don’t have the 
fiel : 
Because school-affiliated 
teams are given priority on the 
school fields, the ASA has used 
two Phillips Academy fields, a 
Merrimack College practice field 
and a Pike field, according to Mr. 
Holmes. 

The most commonly used 
areas are the fields known as 
upper and lower Shawsheen and 
the Chandler Road field, built on 
part of the old town dump site. 

The town built. the Chandler 
Road fields in the mid-1980s and 
leased them “for about a buck a 
year,” the last two years to the 
ASA and the town Little League, 
which are responsible for main- 
taining the fields, according to 
Jim Bamford, town forester. 

However, Daniel Cote, ASA 
president, described the Shaw- 
sheen fields as “just horrendous” 
and said the program would 
have to shut down to improve 
the fields. 

“Those fields, I’m going to say, 
are the worst in the county,” said 
Mr. Holmes. 

A spectator standing on one 
end of the fields has difficulty 
seeing the other end because of 
blowing sand, according to Mr. 
Holmes. 

“That tells you that these are 
fields that are dust bowls,” he 
said. “These fields go pretty 
much non-stop and there’s no 
alternative.” 

Snow was dumped in the 
upper Shawsheen area following 
the blizzard of 1978 and during 
the winter of ’82-’83 after the usu- 
al dumping ground for snow and 
sand on High Street was filled, 
according to Mr. Bamford. 


“The good news is there’s a lot 
of things about the town ee 
to pare pOte. the Eaton fiel 
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my ATTY Py those will get 
chewed up, too.” 

School officials included one 
new soccer field at both South 
and Sanborn schools as part of 
the school construction project. 
Yet ASA members worry that 
these two will not be sufficient. 

“The fields that they're build- 
ing on at the schools,” said Mr. 
Cote,“are not going to alleviate 


* the problem.” 


Mr. Cote said he examined 
using or raising funds to add 
additional fields onto the exist- 
ing South and Sanborn projects, 
but the price wasn’t right. 

“T know that there is land 
available at both South and San- 
born,” he said. “I’d love to do it 
with the school program, but we 
don’t have $100,000. But the town 
has been very cooperative.” 

There may be other options, A 
Billerica resident told Mr. Cote 
that the National Guard may be 
willing to clear land for free to 
train their workers on heavy 
machinery, and Mr. Cote plans 
to look for qualified Andover 
people to donate time or machin- 
ery. 
Meanwhile, Mr. Bamford sug- 
gested that soccer fields may be 
included in the Recreation Park 
expansion project. If new fields 
are created, the upper Shaw- 
sheen field could be shut down 
and converted into two fields, he 
said. When those fields are ready 
for use, the north-south struc- 
tured lower Shawsheen can then 
be converted into three east-west 
fields. This will cause some prob- 
lems with sunlight. 

“Tdeally you have it north- 
south, but given the choice of no 
field or (additional) fields, people 
will always take the field no mat- 
ter what the orientation,” said 
Mr. Bamford. “We have always 
been prepared to rebuild upper 
and lower Shawsheen, It hinges 
on two things.” First, the ASA 
must be able to do without the 
fields for a year and, second, the 
town must appropriate the nec- 
essary money. 

“Truthfully, we're talking a 
considerable amount of years for

Judge John J. Irwin Jr. 
named to former 
John Fenton position 


In an effort to ensure a continuity of 
leadership and management in the 
operations of the Trial Court, the chief 
justice and associate justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court have 
announced the appointment of the 
Hon. John J. Irwin Jr. as the new chief 
justice for administration and manage- 
ment of the Trial Court, effective Sept. 
1. 

The justices received with much 
regret a letter of resignation from the 
current Chief Justice for Administra- 
tion and Management, John E. Fenton 
Jr., of Andover who is leaving the judi- 
ciary to become the new dean of Suf- 
folk University Law School Sept. 1. 

Chief Justice Irwin will serve the 
remainder of Chief Justice Fenton’s 
present term, which expires Feb. 11, 
1998. Chief Justice Irwin has been the 
chief justice for the Superior Court 
Department of the Trial Court since 
November 1993. 

Chief Justice Fenton has pledged 
his full support and assistance to Chief 
Justice Irwin to provide smooth transi- 
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tion of authority. Chief Justice Fenton 
appointed Chief Justice Irwin last year 
to the position of Superior Court Chief 
Justice. Chief Justice Irwin will, in 
turn, be responsible for the appoint- 
ment of a new chief justice of the Supe- 
rior Court.

State has mortgages

Legislators set aside 
funds for the Patriot 


Rep. Martin T. Meehan, D-Lowell, 
announced that House and Senate 
negotiators have agreed to set aside 
funds for continued development of a 
more advanced seeker for the Patriot 
missile and integration of existing 
Patriot components into the next gen- 
eration of theater missile defense sys- 
tems. 

“The money in this agreement lays 
the groundwork for Raytheon to play a 
significant role in the U.S. military’s 
theater missile defense programs well 
into the next century,” Mr. Meehan 
said. “Congress recognizes that we 
need to keep working on the Patriot 
even as we develop new systems based 
on different technologies.” 

Mr. Meehan was the only freshman 
House member on the conference pan- 
el responsible for resolving differences 
between the House and Senate ver- 
sions of the annual defense bill. Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy was the state’s 
other representative. 

The conference agreement provides 
$284.7 million to integrate radars and 
other components built by Raytheon 
with the ERINT missile, built by Loral, 
a Texas company, to produce a new 
generation of defenses against short- 
and medium-range missiles. The con- 
ferees also allocated $58.4 million for 
Raytheon to continue developing a 
new seeker for the Patriot as a hedge 
against problem’s with the ERINT, 

“The negotiators on the conference 
committee not only provided funding 
for Raytheon to help put the pieces of 
the new system together, they recog- 
nized the need to continue working on 
alternative technologies from the 
Patriot in case ERINT doesn’t work as 
advertised,” Mr. Meehan said. “This 
money will help stabilize employment 
at Raytheon, keep the Patriot program 
going in case ERINT stumbles and put 
the company’s foot in the door for the- 
ater missile defense projects in the 21st 
century.”

unable to vote at the polls due to absence

Other allowed reasons for casting 
absentee ballots are physical disability or 
religious beliefs. 

The person must apply in writing for an 
absentee ballot from the office of the town 
clerk at town offices on Bartlet Street no lat- 
er than noon, Monday, Sept. 19, to vote in the 
State Primary Sept. 20. The person may use 
an official absentee ballot application form 
obtained at the clerk’s office, or use any writ- 
ten form of communication that includes:

Absentee ballots 
cannot be hand-carried to the town clerk’s 
office or the polls on election day. The clerk’s 
office cautions that absentee ballot appli- 
cants that requests should be made early 
enough for ballots to be sent and returned by 
the postal system. Ballots cannot be counted 
if they are not returned as prescribed by law. 


A person may also request to vote by 
absentee ballot in person in the town clerk’s 
office. The final date to vote absentee in per- 
son in the clerk’s office is noon, Monday, 
Sept. 19. Office hours are Monday through

He worked at Prudential Insur- 
ance Co, as a district manager for 38 
years and CLU (Charter Life Under- 
writers) until he retired in 1976.

let people know he was Jay’s father.” 

Patrick said his father would often use a 
credit card to make a purchase and then ask 
the clerk, “Do you recognize that name?” 

“Dad was a very active man and he liked 
to spend his time working on projects 
around the house,” his son said. 

The first year after he retired, he sanded 
the entire exterior of the Clark Road house, 
which was Cape Cod red, down to the natural 
wood with a disc sander. He then stained it. 

“When he was 78 years old, he and I were

lieu of flowers, donations could 
be made to the Andover High 
School Scholarship Endowment 
Fund, Mr. Leno said.

He said he 
saw his father angry only twice 
in the last 44 years, both times as 
a result of Jay’s humorous 
pranks — as a child, ruining a 
large roast beef before a party 
(by lodging his plastic comb onto 
the string wrapped around the 
meat, while it was on a rotis- 
serie); and recently, by mas- 
querading as a doctor-with-an- 
attitude, implying that his ailing 
father, in the hospital, was a 
slacker. Both episodes brought 
laughs afterward. 

He described his father as a 
self-made man whose outgoing 
ways made him many friends in 
business and in life, including 
new customers in Harlem and 
Spanish Harlem, in New York. 

His father was always there 
for him, and they spoke on an 
almost-daily basis. Now that 
both of his parents have died 
within 14 months, Jay said (dur- 
ing an exchange on the show lat- 
er Monday night with baseball 
player Bo Jackson), he feels like 
“an orphan.” No one will answer 
the phone if he calls his parents’ 
house now, he said, and in about 
a month, someone else will have 
the phone number and would 
answer a call to the number. 

Pep talks his dad gave him 
continue to give him the reassur- 
ance to do his best, he said, clos- 
ing his tribute Monday night.

the state, United We Stand, is not hav- 
ing a primary, according to Randy 
Hanson, town clerk. 

“So they're basically not functioning 
as a party in the state,” Ms, Hanson 
said. 

The Independent party is now 
defunct, not having had enough mem- 
bers cast ballots in the 1992 general 
election to remain a party, according to 
Ms. Hanson. But Independents, like 
Libertarians and a handful of other 
groups, are recognized designations 
and can still have members on the bal- 
lot for the general election in Novem- 
ber. Louise Hart, of 11 Heather Drive, 
is planning to run for Congress as a 
Libertarian, and Mary Charbonneau, 
formerly of Lawrence, will run for the 
U.S. Senate as an Independent.

of more stop signs might not help. 
“T’m not really so sure that increased traf- 


fic is going to increase accidents. It doesn’t ° 


always happen that way,” said Lt. Froburg. 
“Tt really has to be looked at in depth to see if 
there is a problem with signage there.” 

He pointed out that one of the drivers 
involved in the accident, 17-year-old Albert 
Kwon, was cited for running a stop sign. 

“Stop signs are not meant to control the 
speed of vehicles,” he said. “Had that person 
stopped, we might not have had an accident. 

Since Jan. 1, 1993, there have been six acci- 
dents “in or about that intersection,” and 12 
accidents on the three roads leading into the 
crossroads, according to Sgt. Brian Pattullo. 

Although the recent accident made traffic 
considerations the most vivid of their con- 
cerns, Rec Park neighbors are discussing a 
number of other issues. 

Among these are the location of new struc- 
tures and fields, and the amount of supervi- 
sion, maintenance and funding that the pro- 
ject will provide for the expanded facilities. 

Next month residents will have their 
chance to voice these concerns to the town, 
according to Jim Bamford, town forester. 

The town is still working on project plans 
in conjunction with Somerville’s Weinmayer 
Associates, a landscape architecture firm. 
But after school opens Sept. 8 and the majori- 
ty of residents return to town, officials will 
schedule one or more public meeting, said 
Mr. Bamford. He said he is unsure whether 
the town will schedule one meeting, a sepa- 
rate meeting for abutters or a number of 
meetings arranged by topic. 

“We're sort of mulling that over. We have 
a good sized list of abutters,” said Mr. Bam- 
ford. “I don’t think abutters would want to sit 
through a meeting about the number of fields 
or the size of the fields.” 

Actually, some residents, such as Mar- 
garet Pustell of 85 Porter Road, might. 

Ms. Pustell, who enjoys walking through 
the heavily wooded paths, said she is con- 
cerned that too much of the wooded area

might be destroyed to create the proposed 
ball fields. 

‘T’m not against upgrading Rec Park and 
using it for additional things. It really is a 
gem of an area and more people should find 
out about it,” she said, suggesting a board- 
walk path be created to link Fosters Island to 
the rest of the park. 

The town currently is considering adding 
playing fields, a teen or community center, 
and skating rink to the facilities, and thin- 
ning out the woods near the Pomps Pond 
beach area as part of the project. 

“T think it should be looked at for those 
things. I think we need a teen center and a 
senior center. I would just like to see some 
careful planning,” said Ms, Pustell. “I think 
it’s easier to place a building than six ball 
fields.” 

Both Ms, Pustell and Mr, Sumberg suggest 
using the already flat and removed gravel 
pit, an area they describe as town land, as a 


Meehan works to reduce 


burden on manufacturers 


U.S. Rep. Martin T. Meehan, D-Lowell, 
recently introduced bipartisan legislation 
designed to reduce regulatory burdens on 
American manufacturers. 

“Last year the federal government pub- 
lished 69,688 pages of new regulations, some 
of them overlapping state and local statues 
and other imposed without much thought 
about whether there might be a more cost- 
effective way to get the job done, Rep. Mee- 
han said. 

“Many regulations are so difficult to 
understand that the government has started 
offering a class on how to read the Federal 
Register. It is time to streamline and simplify 
the regulatory process and that’s what this 
bill will do.” 

Rep. Meehan is the co-chairman of the 
Manufacturing Task Force, a congressional 
working group dedicated to revitalizing the 
nation’s manufacturing sector. Regulatory 
reform was among the key recommendations 


made by the task force in a recent report. 

The bill, “The Administrative Procedure 
Reform Act of 1994,” will improve the regula- 
tory process by requiring a comprehensive 
impact analysis for major new rules. The leg- 
islation requires that executive branch agen- 
cies follow uniform guidelines and make reli- 
able estimates of costs and benefits prior to 
implementing a major rule. 

“Our goal is not to eliminate regulation, 
but to improve them,” Rep. Meehan said. 
“Our task force heard time and time again 
that the regulatory process is unnecessarily 
cumbersome and confusing, especially for 
small companies. We want regulators to 
write rules that can be interpreted without 
an army of lawyers.” 

The Northeast-Midwest Congressional 
Coalition Manufacturing Task Force 
includes 41 members of the House and is co-

site for a playing field and the 
necessary parking. 

Ms. Pustell, a member of the 
loosely structured Friends of 
Pomps Pond group, mentioned 
that there are two earlier expan- 
sion plans for the park.

Other park neighbors are 
more interested in the supervi- 
sion and maintenance funding 
that will be provided if town 
facilities such as a teen center or 
maintenance building are built 
in the park, 

“The town has not shown in 
the past that it can keep (the 
park up). The tennis courts get 
vandalized constantly, the roads 
are terrible and it’s a hangout,” 
said Ms. Watts. “They haven’t 
included us in any of this and we 
are all abutters. My house backs 
up to it right now and I can tell 
you it’s a hangout for kids. I’ve 
been vandalized and my neigh- 
bor’s been vandalized.”

supervise it?” asked Mr. Sum- 
berg. 

Bill Fahey, the town’s youth 
services coordinator, said that 
constructing a fence along the 


outskirts of the park might be - 


worthwhile. 

“If we do build a place out 
there, we do need to have more 
staff,” he said. 

One of the reasons the Youth 
Council considered working 
with the SHED and Kids Club 
programs was to create more 
personnel or funding for the 
effort, according to Mr. Fahey. 

A graduate of Merrimack Col- 
lege, Mr. Fahey said he may also 
try to create a program with 
Merrimack, involving college- 
age chaperones for Youth Coun- 


_ cil projects. The town may also 


use volunteers. 


“We've had a number of peo-* 


ple volunteer or say, ‘Here’s my 
name. Here’s my number. If you 
ever need someone to volunteer, 
call me,’ ” he said. “The three 
events we've already had, we’ve 
had college-aged chaperones 
there. 

“If some kind of building 
comes about, we definitely have 
to look at the two issues of 
staffing and supervision.”

Don’t let 
this stop us 


Neighbors of Recreation Park 
have raised some legitimate con- 
cerns about plans to expand and 
upgrade the park. But residents, 
neighbors, town officials and teen- 
agers shouldn’t let these concerns 
discourage them. Rather, officials 
should gather them together quick- 
ly, discuss their concerns and 
address them, one by one. 

Andover is trying to build a gath- 
ering place at Rec Park for the 
town’s youth, as well as other resi- 

‘dents. For years, plans for a teen 
center have gathered momentum, 
only to die in the end. 

For several months now, residents 
have put their energy and dreams 
into action for a center. Youth Ser- 
vices director Bill Fahey has direct- 
ed the teens’ energy into the correct 
channels. The selectmen have 
backed the effort too, and so has. 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski. 

Now some neighbors are worried 
about an intersection near the park: 
Woburn and Abbot streets and 
Porter Road, the site of a recent auto 
accident. In addition, at least one 
neighbor says the town already does 
not take care of Rec Park properly, 
even without a youth center, and 
before adding more ball fields or ten- 
nis courts. 

Neighbors point out that if Rec 
Park becomes a gathering place for 
town youth, we will need more 
supervision and maintenance there. 
And that means money. 

Let us not become discouraged by 
that news. Listen to Bill Fahey: 
“We’ve had a number of people vol- 
unteer or say, ‘Here’s my name. 
Here’s my number. If you ever need 
someone to volunteer, call me.’ ” 

The town can do this. It can build 
a youth center at Rec Park. But we 
need to listen to the neighbors. We 
need to answer their needs, too. And 
we will all have to compromise. But 


we are convinced it can be done.

Remembering summers at the beach

When I was a child living in Char- 
lotte, N.C., in the summers my par- 
ents would pack up the station wag- 
on with three months’ worth of 
clothes and other items — one stuffed 
animal per kid, baseball mitts, bicy- 
cles, beach toys — 
for three kids 
and usually a

where we would 
board a ferry for

Island, 

I remember that final drive down 
Maple Avenue in Bay Shore toward 
the boatyard, when you could smell 
the salt water, We’d start unlacing 
our sneakers, and the pain of the 
long, hot drive would fade, replaced 
by visions of swimming in the surf, 
eating ice cream cones at night and 
playing with friends we met once a 
year for three months at the beach. 

My father would spend that week 
and the next at the beach, fishing, 
catching up on his sleep, playing ten- 


> nis and playing withus),Then he’d da: .wanted to, rally;she wanted. to, teach. 
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the long drive by himself back to 
work in Charlotte. At the end of 
August, he’d return, spend another 
week at Point O’ Woods with us, and 
then drive us back to the world of 
telephones, televisions, shoes, 
school, and a house whose floors 
were covered with rugs instead of 
sand. 

I never thought much about what 
summer must have been like for Dad. 
And I don’t remember him complain- 
ing about working when we were 
playing, or living without his family 
for those months. Maybe it was 
peaceful for him. If he were alive 
today, I’d probably ask him about it. 

I can imagine his answer: “Why 
would I have minded? I spent three 
weeks at Point O’ Woods with you. I 
had to go to work.” Dad was not one 
to dwell on his feelings. 

What I remember the most about 
the three weeks he was at Point O’ 
Woods was tennis with Dad. In later 
life, he was a tennis addict. When I 
was a teen-ager, if I brought home a 
boyfriend, Dad wanted to take him 
out for a game of tennis. All of us 
played in tennis tournaments as long 
as I can remember. Since there were 
five in my family, we played three 
against two. Family tennis was fun. 
Playing alone with Dad was not. I

During the course of the past 
few weeks we have read articles 
and letters concerning Andover 
High School, its students and its 
faculty. Dan Buchholz stated 
that suicide, freedom of speech 
and the principal of the High 
School are important issues at 
Andover High School. Chris Sin- 
tros rebutted with a positive 
review of the High School. 

It seems this could go on and 
on until we are all on Oprah. In 
reality, there is only one issue at 
the root of all this: The loss of a 
friend. 

It was rough on the students 
and faculty when three AHS stu- 
dents committed suicide within 
a year’s time. When Sean Gau- 
thier died it seemed as if we, the 
students of AHS, never said 
goodbye. People started blaming 
the school and others instead of 
dealing with the loss of the per- 
son who was a friend to many of 
us. 

Mr. Thomas suggested a ser- 
vice in memory of Sean for 
friends and family and offered 
his help. However, no one was 
able to put in the effort at such a 
painful time. Perhaps it became 
easier to express our sadness 
and anger in conflict that steers 
us away from the real problem - 
our pain. 

We must value what we have 
and where we are striving to go. 
We need to stop criticizing, 
defending and contradicting 
each other. No one person is all 
right and no one person is all 


wrong. Mr. Buchholz has demon- 
strated free speech, Mr. Thomas 
has demonstrated that he cares 
and Mr. Sintros has demonstrat- 
ed that Andover High School is a 
valuable place. It is time to move 
beyond conflict and say goodbye.

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DOWN THE YEARS 


100 Years Ago, Aug. 24, 1894 

The Fall term of the public schools opens 
on Sept. 10. 

The Townsman ran ads for stores selling 
hats at $1.19 at Skillings on Essex Street in 
Lawrence, $2 suits for $1 at Bicknell Broth- 
ers, also in Lawrence, and boneless sardines 
for 35 cents at P.&C. Sardines. 

An alarm of fire was rung in about 10:15 
last Saturday night, calling the department 
to the coal sheds, belonging to Frank E. Glea- 
son, on Railroad Street, where there was a 
slight blaze on the roof. Sparks from an 
engine were the probable cause. The damage 
was very slight. 

Wednesday evening the campers and 
those who occupy cottages near Haggetts 
Pond, had a dance at Bailey’s Grove. Music 
was furnished by “Thom’s orchestra.” A 
number of Andover young people were pre- 
sent. 


50 Years Ago, Aug. 24, 1944 

The Northern New England School of 
Religious Education will be in session all of 
next week at Phillips Academy, for the sec- 
ond time in Andover, and the twenty-ninth, 
since its establishment. Faculty and students 
will number over 300, or about 50 more than 
last year. 

An open competitive examination for 
postmaster at the Andover Post Office has 
been announced by the Civil Service com- 
mission at Washington, with applications to 
close on September 12, 1944. The position, 
held up until July 1 by John McDonald, who 
at that time reached the retirement age, car- 
ries a base salary of $3,400. 

25 Years Ago, Aug. 21, 1969 

Six hundred and eighty-nine including 53 
from the Retarded Children’s Association, 
was the number registered for the United 
Fund Day camp, a program conducted for the 
first time by the United Fund at the request 
of the Greater Lawrence Regional Vocational 
Technical High School. 

The United Fund provided the allocation 
and campers were provided by the Interna- 
tional Institute, the Boy’s Club, the Anti- 
Poverty Council, the Y.M.C.A., and Y.W.C.A. 
and the public agencies in the city and three 
towns.

Improvement of traffic flow through 
Andover’s downtown business district and 
provision of additional municipal off-street 
parking were discussed at Monday night’s 
board of selectmen’s meeting. A committee 
from the Andover Chamber of Commerce 
met with the selectmen and reported on stud- 
ies they have made. The group included Atty, 
Thomas W. Tavenner, president of the cham- 
ber; Glen Harvey, chamber executive; John 
Callahan of Callahan Associates; and A.D. 
Maclanen. 


10 Years Ago, Aug. 16, 1984 

McLays Florist and Garden Center 
advertised six roses for $4.95. 

Charles and Barbara Richmond were try- 
ing to decide whether to construct a shop- 
ping center or two dozen apartments on land 
they own on Essex St. 

Aug. 23, 1984 

Bids have been opened for the Memorial 
Hall Library renovaton project, and with the 
lowest bid at just under $3.7 million, the 
town manager is optimistic that the project 
can be completed for a total $5.2 million, 
about $1.1 million less than architects’ esti- 
mates.

at Point O’Woods, It was my mother’s 
community, not his. Her father, a New 
York City doctor, was an early member 
of this summer-only community, 
which originally was a chautauqua - 
begun in the 1880s or 1890s — a religious 
and self-improvement retreat. Point O’ 
Woods is tiny — a quarter-mile wide 
from bay to ocean and three-quarters 
of a mile long, one of 16 or 17 communi- 
ties on Fire Island, which is about 30 
miles long. There are no cars at Point 
O’ Woods. People walk or ride bicycles. 
There are about 110 cottages. 


The one church is a focal point. On 
Sundays, the tennis courts don’t open 
until after church, In my parents’ days, 
and today, too, most everyone went to 
church, except for Mr. Whitney, who 


said he was an atheist. While we were 
singing in church in our starched 
smocked dresses, our hair still wet 
from the morning swim, Mr. Whitney 
would take his revolver to the dump 
and shoot rats. He said it was his con- 
tribution to the community. 

As a child I felt special because the 
rector’s study that was connected to 
the church was built in memory of my 
maternal grandmother. 

Of course my father learned about 
Point O’ Woods through my mother. 
Family stories allege that my father 
was sometimes introduced at the beach 
as Bish VanderVeer, instead of Bis 
Colmore. ' 

Even though his name was Charles 
Blayney Colmore, he was called Bish 
because his fathei Was an‘ Episcopal |, 
bishop. Going to church was in his 


blood. Church at Point O’ Woods 
improved with Dad’s presence. He sang 
loud, sometimes embarrassing me, but 
usually holding my hand. And he let us 
go barefoot to church, too. I don’t think 
my mother allowed that, even though 
other kids did it. 

It wasn’t church that created ten- 
sion between my parents at Point O’ 
Woods. It was the cocktail hour, an 
important social time in that commu- 
nity, a time I dodge to this day when I 
am there. For my father, and for me 
today, being at the beach was about 
swimming and playing tennis, fishing, 
reading, drifting into short afternoon 
naps, taking walks and remembering 
to observe butterflies and the curl of a 
wave, 

4, But Mom’ would ‘accept invitations 
to social affairs, and Dad would still be 


on the beach at 6 p.m., because the 
stripers were running, or he was 
engaged in conversation with a man 
who was fishing successfully with a 
different kind of bait, and Dad hadn’t 
noticed how late it was. 

Often my parents would show up at 
the same time at our shingled house at 
8 for dinner, he in a bathing suit, sun- 
burned, salty and happy, smelling a lit- 
tle like fish, she in a sundress, smelling 
like perfume, looking pretty but 
annoyed, having made his excuses to 
her host and hostess. 


Today I wonder if he didn’t believe 
his three weeks of vacation compared 
to her 12 meant he could do what he 
pleased while he was at the beach. I

Lt. Phillip Froburg, operations com- 
mander, said it currently is not feasible 
to investigate every individual who 
wants to come to town to solicit, and 
then issue the person a registration 


“So many come in from time to time 
that we don’t physically issue them a 
registration card,” Lt. Froburg said. 
“As far as checking each individual, 
we don’t do that.” 

Some of the regular groups, such as 
Greenpeace, send a letter to the depart- 
ment before coming to town. They 
advise police of their intentions and 
give the names and addresses of each 
solicitor. Other groups, such as Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses, check in each morn- 
ing and tell the police where they will 
be working in town. 

Usually, if a resident has a question 
about a solicitor, he or she can call the 
police station to find out what groups, 
if any, are scheduled to be in the neigh- 
borhood that day. 

Time-of-day restrictions 

A second part of the town bylaw also 
restricts the time solicitors can work 
in town, to between the hours of 9 a.m. 
and 5 p.m., but the bylaw is superseded 
by a U.S, Supreme Court decision that 
ruled that time restrictions are uncon- 
stitutional, Lt. Froburg said. 

“We can’t restrict the time as far as I 
know,” Lt. Froburg said. “I would cer- 
tainly say that section B of that is not 
enforceable.”

Magazine sales 

A few years ago, a woman in 
Waltham was killed by a young, out-of- 
state employee selling magazines door- 
to-door. The state responded with legis- 
lation requiring companies that 
employ groups of students and others 
under age 18, and who are selling goods 
or periodicals door-to-door, to register 
the individuals with the first city or 
town they enter in Massachusetts. That 
community’s police department is 
required to do a background check on 
the individuals and, if they are found 
to be of “good moral character” and 
without a criminal record, to issue 
them a picture identification card. 

That is not the current practice in 
Andover. The law requires that the 
department issue the ID within two 
days, “and we’re just not able to do 
that,” the lieutenant said. 

Running names through the com- 
puter would only bring up serious war- 
rants.

a record check for every state, the lieu- 
tenant said. 

“How much can you do?” Lt. 
Froburg asked. 

And to provide a clearance for some- 
one without doing a more complete 
check would be a disservice to the com- 
munity, some believe. 

The lieutenant researched the state 
law and ID requirement a while ago, he 
said. The law does allow the town to 
charge up to $50 for that service, which 
would be a restriction in and of itself, 
the lieutenant said. Yet, if the town 
issued the IDs and charged too small a 
fee, Andover might become a haven for 
groups seeking those IDs, further bur- 
dening the department. 

But some sort of policy and proce- 
dure should be developed at the depart- 
ment to comply with that law, Lt. 
Froburg said. “As for the magazine 
salesmen, we really have to get a policy 
in place to at least license them.” 
Enforcement 

Enforcement is a problem with 
many individuals, according to the 
lieutenant, because many of them are 
from out of town or out of state. Very 
few of the complaints involve members 
of Greenpeace, or other groups, who 
frequently return to the area. 

If a summons is issued for a viola- 
tion of the state law, in all likelihood an 
out-of-state solicitor is not going to 
return for court, he said. As for the 
town bylaw, the ticketing procedure is 
in place, but there is also little chance 
an out-of-state salesperson will pay a 


fine.
